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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a lance type spraying 
assembly for directing a liquid reducing agent comprising: a lance body having an inlet end 
and a downstream end, a spray nozzle at the downstream end, wherein the lance body 
include an air passage for connection to an air supply, a liquid reducing agent supply 
passage for connection to a liquid reducing agent supply and a liquid reducing agent return 
passage, the liquid reducing agent supply passage communicating with the spray nozzle, 
the liquid reducing agent return passage communicating with liquid reducing agent supply 
passage near the downstream end of the lance body for recirculating a portion of liquid 
reducing agent and extending near the liquid reducing agent supply passage along at least 
a portion of the length thereof in order to help cool the liquid reducing agent therein, the 
liquid reducing agent return passage being sealed against the spray nozzle, and the air 
passage extending near at least a portion of the liquid reducing agent supply passage in 
order to help cool the liquid reducing agent therein.
